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Part Il of the Series: Individual Responsibility and Self-Control 
WHAT’S MORE IMPORTANT— FREEDOM OR LIFE? 


„America’s current compulsion to decree a helmet on every motorcyclist's 
head has been balted for discussion in the state of California. This gives us 
a good opportunity to try and understand the thinking behind this professed 
concern for our heads and possibly even propose some alternative measures 
that might save more lives without sacrificing any more of our liberties. 

Many people both in and out of the motorcycle game have chosen sides 
for or against compulsory protection. Only a few oppose the wearing of hel- 
mets and goggles as a commor-sense safety precaution. This minority claim 
that they cause discomfort and restrict vision and hearing. They say they 
would not prevent a person from wearing them if he wants to, however. 

The side that opposes freedom of choice in this matter argues that the 
individual motorcycle rider cannot be trusted to do what is best for himself, 
even when he knows that a helmet could possibly save his life. Racing rules 
require that a helmet be worn at all times on the track, they point out. Why 
should not the highway and trail rider be forced to wear similar protection? 

I shall not debate this argument here except to point out that competition 
riders also wear leather suits, boots and gloves (if only on the left hand). 
Some go so far as to don football shoulder pads and other protective gear. At 
least these are the current fashions. 

The side favoring individual responsibility in this matter reasons that 
life is a complex hazard that most of us are trying our best to survive. Those 
who have had much experience with motorcycle riding point out that, properly 
ridden, the cycle is both quicker and safer than many other convenient forms 
of transportation. Motorcycle riders should no more be compelled to wear 
headgear than automobile drivers should, they say. I know that a good helmet 
can save my skull in a medium-severe accident, so I usually wear one when- 
ever possible. I think that nearly every rider will choose to protect himself 
when it is left to his decision. If a helmet is available. 

Not Enough Helmets For All 

Unfortunately at present, I am told there are not enough good helmets in 
existence to provide one for every motorcycle rider and passenger in the 
state of California. The helmet industry needs at least one more year to 
οτε all the helmets Californians would need if they were required 

y law. 

Before pursuing our discussion (which has beer rather one-sided so far; 
how about some letters, readers?) of Individual Responsibility and Self- 
Control, we shall pause now and define the terms. 

Responsibility means someone to take the credit or blame. In this case 
the individual rider is responsible for his own fate. 

Self-control is a simple way of saying that whenever you ride your 
motorcycle you’ve got your life (and maybe mine, too) in your hands. Under 
stand that your life is in reasonably good control as long as you are. 


Next week I will spell out six measures that the legislators could pass?” 
if they really want to cut the number of motorcycle accidents. And none of 


these six proposals would sacrifice a grain of individual liberty. Protecting 

my head is all well and good, but my freedom is even more dear to me than 
my life.

ANOTHER ANGLE 


Of all the ‘‘Why doesn’t someone 
DO something?" letters and articles I 
have seen published about motorcycle- 
restricting legislation, the only sensible 
one is your . . .that riders have in- 
dividual responsibilities. That’s what 
we’re saying, isn’t it, when we object 
to helmet laws but favor the wearing 
of helmets? 

The idea, of Mr. Haeckel and others, 
that the AMA assume a lobbying re- 
sponsibility, is unreasonable. The pri- 
mary concern of the AMA and its active 
members is competition. The Columbus 
office is run by old-timers who rarely 
ride. The majority of the clubs are 
competition clubs whose membersseldom 
ride on the streets. Road-riding club 
members are only a tiny fraction of the 
street riders. 

You suggested that riders write their 
Senators and Assemblymen. I suggest 
that we also write to the people who are 
making their living from the industry. 
The monthly magazines all had letters 
and editorials condemning restrictive 
legislation, But were Gordon Jennings, 
Ivan Wager, Jim Davis or William Bag- 
nall in Sacramento for the hearings?

Nationals in this particular day and age 
not only guarantee the rider a set purse, 
but the promoter a gathering of the best 
riding talent in the nation. 

This, it seems to me, kinda takes the 
risk out of promoting, so I therefore 
feel that any National sanctioned by the 
AMA in the future should take into 
account an overage system that is com- 
patable to both the riders and the prom- 
oters. Quoted attendance at Sacramento 
was in the neighborhood of 20,000 which 
adds up to an unbelievable near- 
$100,000.00 gate. 

As stated earlier, I would be more than 
wiling to wager that the sales of 
programs more than compensated for the 
liability of such an insignificant purse. 
This has been going on for years and will 
continue Pm sure unless some very en- 
lightening figures are brought to light 
and the *«name"' riders finally realize 
that on far too many occasions, they are 
being highly capitalized upon. With the 
impending revision of the AMA, I can 
only hope that this particular situation 
will be dwelt upon with some very deep 
concern,

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QUESTION: I have an XLCH, it is 


bored, 
and polished. 

I have one of the new H-D 5A 
Tillison carburetors and I was ad- 
vised not to use the pump on this 
carb. My advisor also told me to 
place an extension between the carb 
and manifold. 

How do I determine how long this 
should be, the diameter and should 
it be straight or flared, with the 
edges straight or rolled? K.R. — San 
Bernardino, Calif. 


ANSWER: Your benefactor was cor- 
rect in all of the informa- 
tion he supplied you with. You do 
need a bell at the carburetors air 
cleaner end. Without it a great deal 
of gas would be drawn from the car- 
buretor and dissipated into the air. 
This is a problem that always exists 
with a side draft carburetor due to a 
partial vacuum that is formed at the 
carb opening. Running a straight ex- 
tension would cure nothing at all. 
There is not a formula in exist- 
ence that can give you the exact 
dimensions you require and some of 
the desired tuning will have to be 
done by trial and error. 

I have seen this carburetor used 
in a series of tests that ended with 
a flared bell three inches in length 
and two and one half to three inches 
in diameter at the opening or air 
cleaner side. 

The edges must be rolled, or tur- 
bulences that would be produced by 
a straight edge would give the effect 
of running a restricted or smaller 
bell opening.

QUESTION: J am trying to overhaul 
my own engine and I 


ἡ have. never done it before. Someone 


told me or 1 read it somewhere, that 
if I use the pistons and rings over 
again that they should go back in 
the same position they were in when 
I tore it down. Is this ture and how 
can! tell what position they were in? 
D.D. — San Jose, Calif. 


ANSWER: Judging by the sound of 

your letter, I can guess 
that you should have kept the maga- 
zine or try and relocate the someone 
for help. 

If you did wish to use the same 
pistons and rings (which I do not 
recommend) then, yes the pistons 
must be replaced in the same cylinder 
hole from which they were removed. 
They should have been marked be- 
fore you removed them. Unless you 
are a ballistics expert, armed with a 
microscope you won't be able to 
matchthe correct cylinder and piston 
afterwards. 

When your informer stated "the 
same position" he or it meant that 
one specific face of the piston should 
be to the force face of the cylinder. 
The rings must be in the groove from 
which they were removed but that is 
all, providing they are placed in the 
correct cylinder hole accompanied 
by the correct piston. Be sure that 
the ring gaps are staggered around 
the piston, such as one forward, one 
to the rear and etc. 

New rings cost so little that I 

sure hope you will replace them 
rather than trying to run the old ones. 
Now that I think of it, why not re- 
place the pistons also?

Former Gran National Champion Roger Reiman was surprised to find that he had wound up second in the 75-Mile National. 
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Wheelie time for Harley-mounted Cal Rayborn (25) and Triumph rider Gary Nixon (9). Tight turning at the end of the long stral ghaway 


day. Nixon and Roeder were only a 
dozen National points apart. Cal 
Rayborn was looking for his second 
Straight National win this year and 
his second straight at Carlsbad. 

The 54-lap grinder was a Trophy 
Dash for all but the last few laps. 
Nixon, Dick Hammer and Rayborn 
Shot to the front and were wheel to 
wheel for the first eight laps. Then 
Rayborn became too eager on one 
turn and fell off. He later came back 
and was running with the leaders, 
one full lap back. 

Nixon and Hammer then took up 
the duel and it was a repeat from 
Daytona last March. The Triumph 
Tigers from the east and west 
swapped the lead no less than 24 
times before Hammer came up with 
ignition troubles late in the race and 
slowed to drop at least five places 
before the flag came out on Gary. 

Nixon bagged his 5th National 
win of the year and his third on 
pavement and regained the National 
point lead from Roeder by 40 mark- 
ers. His five wins in one season also 
ties the all-time one season record 
also held by Bart Markel and Joe 
Leonard. 

Roeder was never in contention 
from the start but picked up 19 
points and finished in 9th place. 
Nixon lapped all riders at least once 
except third place Fred Nix and 
second place Roger Reiman. He was 
right on their rear wheel at the finish 
with a new track record. 

Had Hammer stayed in the event 
with a full head of steam it would 
have been a photo finish right down 
to the checkered flag. 


The 250 Lightweight Race 


Carlsbad made racing history not 
once but twice in the popular 250cc 
25-lap race for Experts and Amateurs. 
Amateur riders Ron Pierce, Art 
Baumann and Walt Fulton put it on 
the Experts and put it on them like 
never before. 

Expert Dick Newell led early in 
the race only to give way to Pierce, 
who was on the private entry of Mel 
Dineson from Bakersfield. Baumann, 
on à team-entered Yamaha, charged 
through the pack early to run up 
alongside of Pierce. Fulton, on a 
Suzuki, had to hold off early bids 
and then challenge Newell all the 
way to the finish for third place be- 
fore taking the number four spot. 

Pierce and Baumann staged a 
two-rider duel never before seen in 
American road racing. Pierce led the 
first half before dropping back be- 
hind Baumann the last half but on 
each and every lapthey were side by 
side at least three to four times. 

Baumann, the road racing “Pur- 
ist” and Pierce, the converted dirt 
tracker, came out of the last turn on 
the last lap side by side. It was a 
drag race down the long straightaway 
to the finish with Pierce taking the 
win by what was estimated from 
SIX TO EIGHT INCHES!!!

It was the first time in American 
road racing history that an Amateur 
has defeated the Experts.

It also gave the Ya- 
maha brand a clean sweep in the 
four major AMA 250 road races this 
year. It was Pierce's first major win. 

Hammer and Nixon, the two pre- 
race favorites were knocked out of 
contention early. Nixon took a spill 
at the end of the back chute at well 
over 100 mph but walked away after 
a200-yard slide with only a cracked 
thumb. Hammer was plagued from 
the start with ignition problems but 
finally got running late in the race. 

Defending champ Cal Rayborn 
found that he was so short of horse- 
powerin the heat race that he never 
brought his machine to the line for 
the final. 

The Amateur Big Bike Race 

Baumann and his fleet Honda 450 
made it two in a row in National 
competition as he ran away with the 
15-lap big bike race for Amateurs. 
Walt Fulton was an early challenger 
but dropped back with mechanical 
troubles as he did at Indy last 
month. Ron Widman, from Missouri, 


finally finished a distant second - 


which gave him four straight times 
in four outings in the winner's cir- 
cle this year in either second or

third place. Ron Lacher finished 
third. 
The 250 Novice Race 

This was another Trophy Dash 
that was held on Saturday. Over half 
of the field broke down or blew up 
before the heat race and main event 
were completed. 

Yamaha mounted Fumio Ito had 
to muster all of his previous ten 
years of Grand Prix experience to 
come from behind on the last turn to 
pass and defeat Yamaha-mounted 
Dave Allee. 

These two riders rode wheel to 
wheel and side by side from start to 
finish with Allee holding a slight 
edge on the straightaways and Ito 
the master on the turns. 

Ito is the same rider that intro- 
duced the Yamaha name to America 
back in 1958 at the last Catalina 
Island race. Allee rode his own 
machine, Ito was backed by Sam 
Corona. 

It was a great two days of racing 
and the final National in the West 
for ‘67. The last National is at 
Oklahoma City next Sunday; the 
First national in‘68 is at the Astro- 
dome in Houston, Texas next 
February.

FUNON A BMW OR..HO 


NOT TO GO TO ALASKA

Ive been told by others that the 
best trips are the ones that aren’t 
planned. Where you get the idea, pack 
up and leave before you can do any 
intelligent thinking on the subject. 

Well, Pve come to the conclusion 
that they were the ones who were taking 
me on a trip, for this last Spring I 
climbed aboard my BMW 250 and took 
a 12,000 mile trip to Alaska. 

I narrowly missed having to sell my 
bike in order to fly home, and many 
times I found myself rolling down the 
road (too many times, for I wasn't on 
the bike - - it was on me), 

The whole thing began in Los Angeles, 
the starting place of many such adven- 
turous trips with world-wide destina- 
tions, on the 3rd of March. It was in a 
rooming house in Culver city that I met 
him. His name was Dick and he had 
recently returned from Alaska where 
he was in the Army. And since I had 
been out less than a year, we found 
communication easy on this common 
ground. 


The Lure of Gold 


One day while talking of what he did 
in Alaska when he was not being used, 
he revealed to me a story of gold. He 
told of how he and a small group of 
buddies found gold in a small streamlet 
running off the mountain. This was just 
below Enutna Glacier about 50 miles from 
Anchorage. He said if a person went 
there, he could make $35 a day, every 
day, all summer. 

This sounded pretty good as I was 
unemployed, waiting for a post office job 
to open up. The thought of riding all the 
way up to Alaska, living in the bush, and 
making money, too, sounded like justthe 
thing I should do. The encyclopedia I 
read about gold mining said that people 
haven't made money panning gold for 50 
years.

It seems to me that half of preparing 
for any trip is making the decision to 
£o. Once you have your goal in mind, 
the small things you must do to achieve 
it seem like nothing. 

Well, first up on my decision list was 
whether to take my car (a BMW 700 
sedan) or the bike, a BMW R-27. The 
bike won the nomination as it got better 
gas mileage, was more reliable and 
could cross rougher ground than the 
car, Although the ‘‘BM’’ had 17,000 miles 
on the speedo, it looked and ran like new.

I had had ring seat problems and a re- 
bore at 14,0000 miles -- now every- 
thing was as it should be. The bike was 
equipped with a Manta fiberglass fairing, 
which in my opinion is a necessity for 
any trip. 

All I had to my name around $50 and 
my only income was my unemployment 
check of $30 a week. But lucky for me, 
things I had to have started coming my 
way. A guy living upstairs gave me a 
two-man tent and a 9x12’ heavy-duty 
tarp. An old friend in Whittier gave me 
his boots left over from the Marine 
Reserve. While shopping at Bill Brokaw’s 
motorcycle shop, he gave me a usedtire 
off a twin, This I thought I would put on 
to ride the Alcan Highway as it’s a tire 
chewer-upper. 

For spare parts I took one tube, a 
throttle and clutch cable, plus a bicycle 
tube repair kit. My portable kitchen in- 
cluded a small meat loaf pan, a sauce 
pan that fit inside, and a 4-cup Japanese 
teapot. I had one each - knife, fork, spoon,

full of them, so I felt I besttake my 58- 
cal. Civil War rifle, plus its bullet mold, 
black powder and caps. It was getting to- 
ward the end of April by this time, and 
we in Southern California had been enpy- 
ing two weeks of summer-like weather. It 
was also the end of my living where! was, 
as I was being evicted for non-payment 
of rent, 

More important, I had the bike, the 
coins, the gear, and the proper mental 
attitude for a 4000- mile ride. So the day 
before leaving, I went to the local lumber 
yard to have a sheet of half-inch plywood 
cut up for my baggage box. On one side 
of the front and back of the box I cut out 
sections so I could carry the rifle, and 
the lid locked on top of it all to prevent 
theft. 2 

The whole thing was attached to the 
luggage rack with U-bolts, and four hours 
were spent packing and re-packing the 
enormous load, It was here that Ihadthe 
first thoughts that maybe I might not make 
it. I had truly turned my BMW into a 
monster. Even after lashing the tarp on 
the front fender, the forks shimmied up 
to 20 mph, making every city and town en 
route à hairy experience. I couldn't put 
it on the stand alone, so after thatit was 
a lean-scene,

to stay with an old friend of mine. I 
had made the trip so many times that I 
rather knew what to expect. Once the 
machine got up to speed, the load wasn’t 
very noticeable, and improved the riding 
abilities of the bike.

The remain- 
der of the trip was routine, except for 
some light rain for the last 30 miles into 
Sacramento. 

Weather in Sacramento was wonderful. 
The trees were covered with fresh green 
leaves, the sky was blue, andthe sun was 
hot. I spent a couple of days doing little 
things, and then pushed north on Monday 
morning. 

By keeping on it, I was able to make 
Redding before I ran out of sun, The next 
day was warm, but I could see wispy 
clouds forming. Conditions were good, 
though a little cold, as I neared the 
Oregon border. On Hwy 99 the border 
runs at the top of a 5000-foot ridge. As I 
neared the top it got so cold that I began 
to wish I was elsewhere, Over the crest 
I went, and into Oregon where the sky was 
covered with black clouds.

CYCLE 
PROFILES 


By W.M. Askins 


‘The Grand Old Tuner” is what they 
call Mel Dineson, a title which he has 
so aptly earned in his 22 years in cycling. 

The fact that he has his shop in Bakers- 
field helps to explain who so many cycle 
champs have come from that area. 

His shop today, his third place of 
business, is one of the most modern in 
San Joaquin Valley and still a favorite of 
many who are champs and many who 
aspire to become title-holders in cycle 
competition. 

He has turned out so many winners 
that those who have developed under his 
tutelage are often referred to as the 
“Dineson Kids’’, And, some racers will 
tell you that it is more of an honor to 
beat a ‘‘Dineson Kid’ than it is to win 
a trophy. 

Mel’s first shop in the Bakersfield 
area opened in 1950, the year that he 
was listed as one of the ten top tuners of 
the nation, J.D. Williams of Ridgecrest 
was one of his first champion TT riders, 
followed by Clark White, Sid Payne, Dave 
Palmer, Digger Helm, and Eddie Mulder 
(Big Bear winner in 1960 on his 500cc 
single Royal Enfield.) 





By 1959 Mel had brought Big Jim 
Goldsmith along to the point where he 
was the top trophy winner of the year, 
with the Ascot half-mile among his 
triumphs, The next year he had the top 
Novice flattracker of the nation in Jim- 
my Plain. In 1963 he had such cele- 
brated winners and Danny Reed, Roy 
Spiker, Ron Pierce and Rick Newby. 

This is by no means all of the prestige 
Mel has gathered in his career. He 
was one of the top Yamaha dealers in the 
nation in 1964 and was rewarded with an 
all-expense tour to Japan. This was the 
year when he opened his present shop. 


One veteran cycle competitor com- 
mented, *«Mel is a guy you just like. 
Whether you're a Novice or an Expert, 
if you're a cyclist that's enough for him 
to give you the benefit of anything he can 
do for you. He is one of the few persons 
Tve ever knowawho will take you and 
your bike to a race. But, you had better 
bring along an extra can of gas because 
he always runs out on the way home. 
Who likes the smell of Blendall 
in a truck after you've siphoned it out 
of your motorcycle? I’ve never heard 
one word of profanity from his lips. And, 
I’ve never know him to take a drop of 
alcohol.” 

More and better safety rules are Mel’s 
pleas for cycling. But, until better re- 
gulations come along, he says, the thing 
to do is to enforce those we now have. 
Right now Mel is most concerned with 
road racing and he plans to be on hand for 
the Nationals at Carlsbad and so at Day- 
tona, And he’ll have racers with him, 
(Ed. note: See Carlsbad story, this 
issue!) 

Mel was serving in the U.S, Merchant 
Marine in 1943 when he dreamed of 
having his own motorcycle shop. When 
he was discharged in 1945 he went right 
to work, making his dream a reality, 
opening up a shop in Oceanside as an 
Indian dealer, As he recalls, about all 
he had were two crescent wrenches, a 
pair of Ford pliers and a screwdriver, 

Among his first winners were Bob 
Turner, who topped a lot of competition 
in those days, and Bernie Swain, who 
set the Dan Diego record for the quarter- 
mile. 

Mel will always have winners; and 
he’ll always be ‘‘The Grand Old Tuner.’*

Castaic Moto-Cross 


The second in a series of European- 
styled Moto-Cross motorcycle scramble

Qualifying will be held from 10 a.m. to 
noon, Admission is $1.50 for spectators, 
children free. The 1-1/4 mile Forst 
course, newest authentic Moto-Cross in 
the nation, has been selected as the site 
for the International Moto-Cross Champ- 
ionship meet November 25 and 26 which 
will see top riders from the U.S. and 
Europe vying for coveted international 
honors, 

Located two miles south of Castaic 
off Highway 99, the Forst International 
Moto-Cross course is reputed to be one 
of the most challenging of its type in the 
United States, 

According to ACA President Wes Co- 
oley two major hills have been widened, 
additional snow fencing has been instal- 
led and a special course has been added 
for lightweights. In addition, a totally 
new 5-acre pit areahas been constructed 
and equipped with adequate communic- 
ations for the riders and their crews.

American Kawasaki’s message in bringing their 250cc super-rooter to 
our U.S. shores. At a list price of $875 (approximately) for the motor- 
bicycle and this includes a season-full of engine parts, 

you still have $125 to spend on such other fast-dirt-riding necessities 
as leathers, gloves, boots, body-belt and a good helmet. Thus for only 
one grand you can look for all the world like Steve McQueen, even if 


you are a little short on talent. 


Easy Starter 

If dirt talent isn’t your strongest 
asset, relax... the 250 F21M Kawa- 
saki will just about do it all for you. 
Starting with starting, the engine is 
purely a one-or two-kick runner, 
thanks to a handlebar choke lever 
that is clearly labeled “START”. 
You push this lever in the direction 
indicated by a red arrow, step on the 
appropriate pedal on the right-hand 
side of the machine and... Glory Be 
for a hot two-stroke... he starts! 
The 238cc short-stroke single en- 
gine emits a satisfying rapp through 
the racing pipe. 

Every motorcycle design has 
some feature that sets it apart from 
its competition. In the F21M's case 
it happens to be a rotary valve in- 
duction tract. T'wo-stroke wizards 
generally agree that rotary valves 
are superior to conventional piston- 
ported engines because the wafer- 
like valve disc can be trimmed away 
and the more explosive mixture you 
can compress in the combustion 
chamber, the bigger bang you get and 
the faster you go. 


Slender, Too 

One of the big bugaboos of large- 
displacement rotary valve engines 
that Kawasaki engineers have licked 
is the tendency for the carburetor, 
intake, air filter, etc. to jut out of 
the crankcase making for a wide, 
wide unit. The F21M solves this by 
using a short induction tract and 
moving the carburetor's breathing 
nostril at the top rear of the crank- 
case, out of the way of air pollution 
and easy to get at for cleaning. 

In just a minute we'll let you 
take it for a ride, but let's not neg- 
lect the civilized fitments that Ka- 
wasaki's.American management have 
insisted on -having..Folding footpegs 
and a simple, sturdy shift-pedal are 
nice. The engine comes out of the 
frame with a simple twist of a few 
wrenches and what a lovely frame it 
is! We have a saying around Cycle 
News, *If it looks right, and acts 
right, it probably is right." The 
F21M looks bitchin and the hand- 
lingisno doubt aided by’ the 7%” 
travel in the Ceriani-pattern forks, 
the geometrically perfect swinging 


‘arm and the neat little steering 


dampener that takes the fright out of 
long, fast, downhill descent. 

We liked the brakes (not too 
strong, not too weak, just right) and 
the control positions. Better trade in 
that seat on something a little deep- 
er, however, unless you like to 
stand up all the way. The rear brake 
is cable operated, not a very great 
objection, since it does the job well 
enough. And the peanut-size tank 
holds just enough gas-oil mixture to 
carry you through only a couple of 
hare scrambles laps, the way this 
fire-breaker drinks fuel. 

Ready To Go? 

Lets take a fairly hot lap on the 
F21M scrambler. The starting drill 
is as easy as they said it would be. 
Take away the little wire stand con- 
veniently provided and lift the gear- 
shift up one notch. The four speeds 
are stacked right on top of each 
other, with no neutrals between 
gears. When you reach top gear the 
pedal stays put instead of starting 
over againinlst gear as early rotary 
shifts used to do. This is a help if 
you are forgetful. 

Takeoff is powerful, with none of 
that buzzing that two-strokes often 
need to get up on the pipe. You can 
keep shifting up until you run out of 
hair, but we found 2nd and 3rd gear 
plenty for the tight course we are 
using. Handling is reminiscent of 
the Husqvarna—— that same precise, 
forgiving controlthat doesn't let you 
down when the going gets tough. We 


had trouble with the front wheel 
washing out until we learned to sit 
farther forward in the turns. The 
seat and tank let you crawl all over 
the back of the beast until you find 
just the right place for your bulk. 

Fast turns are best taken with 
the quick throttle far enough open to 
keep power on the pipe, which 
sounds like about 6,000 rpm. Off the 
pipe the engine still pulls strongly, 
but when the exhaust note kicks up 
an octave suddenly, that's when the 
fun really begins! Leaned into a 
left-hander, the rear wheel slidesout 
a little and you twitch the bars left 
which pitches you up vertical and 
spirits you away at the front of a 
tall rooster-tail of dust. The longer 
you ride the Kawasaki scrambler the 
less tired you get. We start off wary 
of a new, bristling dirt bomb, so we 
stay extra alert in case its bad 
points turn up unexpectedly. On this 
bike we found none and so as the 
hours went by awheel, we relaxed 
more and went faster. 

Wheelies, Too 

Getting the front wheel up is a 
simple matter of twisting the right 
horn and lifting a little. The faster 
you go, the more the front wants to 
get airborne. Stopping was as easy 
as starting and here we appreciated 
the mild rear brake. Descending a 
steep, hairy, powder slope it was 
easy to slow down without locking 
the rear (and thereby possibly kill- 
ing the engine). The bike could use 
a compression release, but it isn’t 
essential. 

Summing up, we think that Kawa- 
saki has at last come up with a 
Japanese motorcycle that is made 
for western American off-road com- 
petition. We suspect that it will do 
its best job in the desert with a few 
modifications (bigger tank and better 
seat). But on a TT-scrambles course 
it could be a serious threat to the 
supremacy of Spanish and English 
twosstrokes. The Kawasaki 250 .F21M 
leaves little to be desired, even by 
this hard-to-please market. And at 
the retail price everyone who de- 
siregwhat it has to offer can buy it.

KAWASAKI 650SS ROAD & TRACK 
TEST — A SUPER STORMER FOR 
THE STREET

When I fired up the power de- 
mon 650SS athome for some local 
touring, the neighbors to the left, 
right and rear cast unpleasant 
glances in my direction and one

tion is superb! Red-line 8500, poo! 
This machine was still coming on 
strong at nine grand. I never made 
fourth gear until I reached a freeway 
and third would take us to better 
than 80 miles per. The cams give a 
pretty wide power band so I actually 
spent more time in third than any 
other gear. 

At rpm ranges of 4 to 5 thousand 
and above 7, there is a lot of vibra- 
tion. Due to this I nearly lost the 
taillight bracket and clutch lever 
bolt, and the choke lever would oc- 
casionally vibrate closed. This is 
not uncommon to other machines of 
forty and even less cubic inches. I 
can put up with it for the power 
available in this machine. 

Thirtugh the drags was my 85- 
signment and faithful to command, 
the 650 and I entered the gate at 
Irwindale Raceway. Here I was in 
for a real surprise. Seven runs were 
made down the quarter-mile, five 
with tire burning rushes off the line 
and two second gear starts. Yes, 
the 650SS pulled second like a first 
gear and that furthered my faith in 
the 41 ft. lb. torque rating Kawasaki 
advertises. It never ran slower 
than 14.30 seconds and the quickest 
was 14.16 seconds. Miles per hour 
is just great! Ninety, 91 and 92 
with the low gear and starting in 
second gave trap speeds of 95 and 
96. 

Fastest Yet 

That makes the K650SS the 
strongest 650 I have taken down the 
quarter-mile in stock trim, quite 
beautiful trim at that. One thing 
which provided ease in the accelera- 
tion test was the neat shifting pat- 
tern. All the way up is neutral and 
the rest are down. Not one shift 
missed and a full clutch was not 
demanded atthe moment of decision. 
I did find, as in most gearboxes, a 
false neutral between low and sec- 
ond. 

All in all, the 650SS is a big im- 
provement over the early model 
single carburetor W-1. Maybe it’s 
the. extra port and carbutetion addi-

THE FINISH LINE

Dirt track fans like their action close and a lot of it, but the road racers 
stole some of the thunder last weekend at Carlsbad as it is something to see 
20 and 30 riders and machines running inches apart at well over 100 per. 

Carlsbad now joins Daytona for being known for close racing and another 
outstanding National is assured for coming year. 


Nixon and Hammer again proved 
they are the top two in big bike road 
racing in America. Behind Nixon is 
master tuner Cliff Guild, back of 
Hammer is quiet and unassuming Pat 
Owens. Both play a much larger part 
in victories than the average fan 
will ever read or hear about. 

Amateurs Shine 

In many ways road racing is full 
of more surprises than dirt tracking. 
They call Art Baumann an Amateur. 
He was never a Novice. He is strict- 
ly a road racer but under the present 
set-up he is forced to fight his way 
up the ladder the hard way and most- 
ly from running sporting events in 
the distant background. 

Ron Pierce was brilliant to say 
the least. Mel Dineson, another quiet 
one, has perhaps started more riders 
on their way to fame than any other 
sponsor. He doesn’t wait until they 
have proven themselves and then 
take over, Mel grabs them from the 
start and has lost many when the 
rider is ready for the big time. This 
is one race where Mel got the jump. 

Pierce was a top novice TT rider 
last year but backed away from dirt 
racing this season to learn the art 
of road racing. He has learned it 
well and will be back next year as 
an Amateur once again — on the dirt 
tracks. 

Yamaha scored the sweep this 
year, winning the 250 events at Day- 
tona, Laconia, Indianapolis and 
finally Carlsbad — there ain't no 
more for ‘67. Effort pays off and the 
Yamaha is King. 

On the other side of the Ledger 
Triumph is the new road race master 
in the big bike class. They won all 
but Indy and Nixon was out front 
there when he went to the pits. 1968 
will be most interesting. 

Kawasaki has now been around 
long enough to show much promise 
for next season. They went through 
the typical first year turmoil that all 
the rest of the first time brands have 
gone through. Watch for this brand 
next season.

ROAD 
RIDERS 
MEET 


The regular meeting of the Southern 
California Road Riders Committee got off 
to a slow start Monday, September 11th. 
The Labor Day holidaycaused the meeting 
place to be moved to the Pomona Harley- 
Davidson Shop and several clubs from the 
western areas had failed to show when 
Chairman Adsit called the meeting to 
order at8 p.m. The sixteen clubs answer- 
ing the treasurer's roll call didn't quite 
make a quorum, During the recess, 
members emptied the shop's coke mac- 
hine and engaged in friendly chit-chat. 
The Artesia Pioneers arrived at 8:14 
and the meeting came to order as they 
entered the door. 

The treasurer reported that the RRC’s 
Pine Cone Rally netted $316.05. However 
it later developed that Howard Eble hada 
$100 bill for postage to present, The 
profit shown by the run still represents a 
major advance over three years ago when 
the Pine Cone Rally was barely breaking 
even. 

Ken Harrison, chairman of the rules 
committee, reported that the group’s 
progress and asked the body for advice 
on how to score the largest clubs in un- 
iforms and motorcyclesafety.Hereceived 
a good ten minutes of advice from the 
various clubs. 

Howard Eble reported on the Pine Cone 
Rally and admitted to a major boo-boo, 
He forgot to include souvenir pins for the 
entrants, Chairman Adsit estimated that 
the rally lost about $200 from riders who 
would have entered had the pins been 
available, **Especially the Northern Cal- 
ifornia riders", said Adsit, ** They want- 
ed to pay $4 for the pin and ride on to a 
run in Oregon." Eble also reported that 
he had held a telephone conversation 
with Jules Horky of the AMA, Horky had 
been requested to attend the meeting 
while he was in California and had plan- 
ned to do so until recalled to Ohio. 
“Horky,” Eble said, ‘‘explained to him 
some of the problems plaguing the AMA 
and was hopeful that the road riders of 
the AMA would soon receive some atten- 
tion from that organization. 
pA RP 
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The members of the RRC sat in stunned 
silence when informed that the MS&ATA, 
the AMA's lobby, had attempted to sell 
the road riders down the river througha 
backroom compromise in the California 
Legislature. The reported deal was that 
after the defeat of the Motorcycle Danger 
Bill, the MS&ATA contacted some key 
legislators and told them that the organ- 
ization and the AMA would not oppose 
mandatory helmets if the 4-wheel license 
first provision was deleted from the 
Senate version of the same bill. Road 
riders have been unhappy with the AMA 
for some time and recently there has 
been talk of withdrawing from the organ- 
ization. 


Old Business 


Chairman Adsit presented the Exec- 
utive Board’s conclusions on the question 
of non-sponsoring club members gaining 
a 30 point advantage in the RRC Act- 
tivity contest over members of the clubs, 


sponsoring a run or rally during the year. 
He said that the rules as they now stand 
are a penalty. The question was referred 
back to the chart and rules committee 
for a recommended change in the rules. 


Dale Stoddard asked if mileage points 


logged on a solo motorcycle could be 
applied to the sidecar class. Followinga 
brief discussion, Adsit stated that as lond 
as sidecar operation accounted for 51% 
of the activity mileage claimed, solo 
operation of other machines could also 
be claimed. 


On a motion by Orcutt of the Spinning 


Spokes, the by-laws were ammended to 
add (Para. C in Section VI) The rules 
committee shall be a standing commit- 
tee under the control of the excutive 
Board, The amendment was first readat 
the August meeting. The control of the 
E-board qualification and that the mem- 
bership of the committee could include 
non-RRC members was discussed, but 
no action taken. In effect, the rules 
committee can only report and recom- 
mend, any action on those reports must 
come from the assembly.

No! Gary Richards real name is not 
Breedlove - - - but, the Cycle News 
typesetter’s name is mud. 

Last week’s Cycle Alley headline was 
a simple ‘slip of the numbers. Rather 
than 412 miles per hour as top speed, 
the winning miles per hour on a 45-inch 
Triumph as 142 miles:per hour. 

Top Eliminator for Saturday the 23rd 
at Irwindale Raceway, was fifteen miles 
Slower than the Richards' machine, but 
made the winner's circle at 127.42 miles 
per hour and in 11.02 seconds, 

The Ed Kretz andSta- Lube Triumph of 
Bob Ebeling first staged against the BSA 
Super Bike of Bob Sirkegian, 

Ebeling and Sir kegian had both qual- 
ified for the top four with identical E.T.'s 
of 11,45 seconds, 

Sirkegian’s BSA was in trouble and 
firing on one cylinder only and when 
the yellow lights began a countdown the 
BSA was rolled forward for a red light, 
that gave an automatic win to the Tri- 
umph. 

Second half of the top four was Joe 
Smith and Don Harris. Smith had low 
E.T. of the day with a 10.83 and that 
was the hardest 10 seconds ever worked 
for. Joe arrived early in the day to be 
one of the first to try the new super 
traction asphalt laid down for an eighth 
of the quarter-mile, In that he Succeeded, 
but an underestimate was made in what 
super traction was. When Joe staged the 
80-inch Harley and released the clutch, 
machine - rider and all assorted extras, 
pivoted around the rear axel. When the 
front wheel was at the point of no 
return, Joe departed to let the bike 
continue on its own. The big machine 
slammed onto the asphalt and broke the 
carbs clean from the manifold and bent 
straight pices of metal plus, straightened 
the bent ones, 

Not to be put down by a miscalculation 
in gearing and rpm requirement, Joe 
called his sponsor, Mr. Laidlaw, and 
told him the circumstance. Laidlaw told 
him not to worry and whatever he needed, 
new or mended could be obtained by a 
short trip to the shop. Well, since he 


made the top four you can realize there 
were some quick changes and repairs 
made. 

Don Harris, Joe Smiths contention, was 
trying his utmost to work the bugs out of 
a new 45-inch Triumph that was sporting 
new barrels by Sonny Routs' * Webcor'' 
firm. 

A correct combination between jets, 
plugs and fuel mix were not quite right 
and the Triumph transmission became 
loose in its mounts, When Joe and 
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all 2-strokes" 
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Harris were off on a green light, the 
Triumph threw a chain and Joe took 
the winners lights,

Ebeling had transmission problems 
that forced rpm into disaster zones 
when high gear couldn't be found and the 
runs were made through the lights in 3rd. 

Smith was repaired both physically and 
mentally after the early day episode and 
each run was well into the tens.
